^dded that during the week ending 8/10/68 
CHARLES CABBAgk and EVKRJSrr HtMBPICK, a little Negro male 
who loafs at Trigg and Florida Street and who wont to 
Carver High School, went to the liquor store at Trigg and 
Florida. He told the manager, a woman, that she would 
have to dose the store as it waa located too close to a 
church on Trlog Just east of Florida. HAMbRICK does, or did 
work at Thermo Brook Pack on President's Island. He Is about 
26 years old. 

Also EMMETT HOUSE that CABBAGE and 

HAMBRICK went to other buslnesso^^ni^^iearea, a dry goods 
store and sundry store, and told the white owners that they 
were not wanted in the black neighborhood, EMMETT also 
said that "WILLIE WINK" was on WPIA Announcer CHRIS A TURNER'S 
"Young America Speaks," program on 8/11/68. 

EMMETT also said CABBAGE and others, not named 
went to a white grocer, "SAM BOCANINI" (phonetic), at 
Florida and Olive Streets, and shook him down. He 
allegedly gave them a $25^5^0 check.

and quit taking tlie finances out ol the black community.
